Common 
sense m ust be used in addition to a 
balanced ration. 
All of these will, 
however, make hens lay uniesS they 
have been bred for th a t purpose.

hen bred to lay eig hty eg g s in a year, 
will not lay m any more, reg ardless 
of how well fed or how favorable 
the environments m ay he. 
In this 
ram phlet we will confine ourselves 
to method? of feeding s and care th at 
will induce an extra eg g -production. 
assuming that we have a flock that 
has been bred for eg g -nroduction and 
carefully culled, for the purpose of 
eliminating all weak, 
inferior 
and 
poor layers. 
It is true th at hens on an averag e 
are not laying half as m any eg g s 
as they should. Proper feeding would 
do much to bring about a chang e of 
this condition. 
One hen fed a balanced ration, at 
an Experim ent Station, laid 259 eg g s 
n one year. 
Another hen in the same 
pen, with same environments, fed the 
same ration, laid only sixty eg g s in 
one year. 
The form er had inherited 
eg g -laying q ualities while the latter 
had not. 
It is necessary to feed a balanced 
ration, because the eg g is made up 
of different proportions.

Below is a text of the remarks of 
Hon. Leonard Tillotson president of 
the First National Bank at Sealy, 
setting forth tiie work of the Brazos 
River Reclamation Association at the 
meeting held in 
Bryan on June 7: 
“ The problem of Hoed control is in 
part the problem of the ages of civ­ 
ilized history; of man adapting him­ 
self to those forces of nature which 
he Cannot control, and of bending 
other forces to the bénéficient pur­ 
poses of his will. 
Our problem to- 
ay is in no small part that of de- 
eloping the constructive ability to 
turn the resources of nature from de­ 
structive forces into agencies of tre- 
menduous good to the common wel­ 
fare. 
In the richness in extent and 
variety of its natural 
advantages. 
Texas is peculiarly and abundantly 
blessed. The problem of Hood control 
and reclamation illustrates, perhaps, 
more distinctively 
than would the 
consideration of any other issue, the 
great diversity of topographic, cli­ 
matic and soil conditions of the State 
end the greatness and variety of the 
sources of wealth with which nature 
has endowed our people. 


“ The history of legislation in Texas 
to deal with Hood control Indicates 
the growth of interest in the subject 
and the changing views that study 
of the problem has brought. The first 
legislation was for authority to con­ 
struct levees in small districts, limit­ 
ed to one county. Thi-s was the stage 
of the public expression up to the 
disastrous overflow 
in 
all 
Texas 
streams in December 1913. That ex­ 
perience taught the lesson that wat­ 
ers unrestrained throughout the ex­ 
tent of the river water sheds would 
from time to time reached too great a 
volume to be controlled 
by 
lex'ees 
built here and there, independent of 
each other, and without consideration 
of the effect upon the other lands 
subject to inundation. 
The o%'erHow 
of 1913 gave rise to the organiza­ 
tion of the Brazos Valley Improve­ 
ment Association, and similar asso­ 
ciations in eight or nine other river 
watersheds. 
The Brazos Valley Im- 
prrovement Association with the co­ 
operation of the Colorado Valky As­ 
sociation and others 
was responsi­ 
ble for the creation by the House of 
Representatives of the National Con 
gress of a standing 
committee 
on 
Flood Control .and the awakening of 
the federal government to the ser­ 
iousness of the problem of controll­ 
ing these forces in their destructive 
form, and of making them agencies of 
public advantage. Congress, however, 
has done little up to this time. 
The 
federal government can do little until 
the people, acting through their state 
governments invite co-operation and 
direct the way. 
It is in the State 
Legislature that constructive policies 
of this character must he developed. 
“ In 1916 the public sentiment had 
advanced to that point in the con­ 
sideration 0 fthe flood control prob­ 
lem that the late Col. W . W. Seley, 
as president 
of the Brazos Valley 
Improvement 
Association, 
invited 
other associations and individuals in- 
egislature with the power to enact 
statutes capable of setting in motion 
all governmental agencies necessary 
to work out constructive and com­ 
prehensive plans for reclamation of 
the semi-arid lands or lands need­ 
ing irrigation for agriculutral pro­ 
duction, in connection with the control 
of the Hood waters that bring de­ 
struction to the lower reaches of the 
river watersheds. 
“ Legislatures, like men are prone 
0 do the expedient thing. 
To put 
off to another day the great task of 
building solidly on firm foundation. 
The enactment of legislation that es­ 
tablishes a great constructive State 
policy of a rare occurrence. 
The 
adoption by the people of the con­ 
servation and reclamation 
amend­ 
ment was the most constructive dec­ 
laration of public policy since the 
present constitution. 
The original 


levee policy considered, adone, be­ 
longed to the type of expediency leg­ 
islation. The water conservation and 
reclamation 
policy, 
including flood 
control and overflow prevention, and 
in which levee protection 
has 
Its 
place as a valuable and integral part 
belongs to the class of constructive 
legislation. 
“ A study of the overHow problem 
should Convince you that flood con­ 
trol in the lower reaches of the river 
valleys will never prove completely 
successful throug’n dependence upon 
limited local and sectional levee con­ 
struction 
alone. 
The streams are 
«‘rooked; too much land would have 
to he sacrificed; the expense would 
prove prohibidve upon the area poe- 
aible of protection; and the difficui- 
terested to a meeting in Waco. This 
.-necting resulted in the creation of 
the Toxai. ronservatior. and Reclama­ 
tion Association of which Col. J5eley 
remainerl president until his death. 
(Texas will ever owe a d bt of grat­ 
itude to W. W. Seley, No more pub­ 
lic spirited and unselfish man ever 
gave his thought, his time and his 
money for the common good.) 
“ The Texas Conservation and Rec­ 
lamation Association, recoginztng the 
limitations of the 
constitution for 
Hood control and reclamation enter­ 
prise, declared for a constitutional 
amendment 
that 
would 
be broad 
enough to authorize any form of de­ 
velopment work and protective mea­ 
sures that the ueople might find es­ 
sential to meet conditions as they 
might be found to exist; and for au­ 
thority to i.uvite co-operation from 
the federal government in reclama­ 
tion work of all kinds. 
It w'as my 
privilege to assist in the preparation 
of this amendment and to introduce 


submission to the people in 1917 at 
an election at which no other amend­ 
ment was voted upon. 
This amend­ 
ment adopted in 1917 known as the 
conservation and reclamation amend­ 
ment, was the first declaration by 
the state of Texas of a great state 
;K>licy for the conservation of all nat­ 
ural resources, and for their devel­ 
opment in the interest of all the peo­ 
ple. 
It is believed the broad pro­ 
visions of this amendment clothe the 
ties of working up a continuous sys­ 
tem of levees under many indepen­ 
dent districts, would require too long 
and prove too uncertain for depen­ 
dence. 
The contructive plan is the 
economical plan which seeks to con­ 
serve as much as may be practicable 
of the surplus flood waters, and uti­ 
lize them for the creation of new 
wealth, the wider distribution of pop­ 
ulation and production, and the influ- 
eme exerted in time upon climatic 
conditons. 
The state has been com­ 
mitted to a vigorous conservation pol­ 
icy, united flood control water conser 
vation and its use for all beneficial 
purposes, including irrigation, and the 
development of cheap power for the 
use of our towns and industries. This 
will require authority for large dia- 
tricts, with the state and with the 
by topographic survey; possessing 
the powers of governmental agencies; 
authorized to contract with like dis­ 
tricts, with the sate and with the 
United States; 
and empowered to 
make every form of improvement en­ 
gineering science shall determine use­ 
ful and necessary, including levees, 
reservoirs, power plants, andthe cut­ 
ting of channels.
